The Champion Spars Before a Big 
Crowd in Brooklyn. 


The Californian Delights a Madfson 
Square Audience. 


Sullivan’s Critics Find Him too Fat and 
Short-winded—Corbett and McCat- | 
‘frey Just Miss a Real 
Encounter. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 29.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]| John L, Sullivan received 
a great reception on his arrival at the 
Flatbush avenue depot today from his 
training quarters. Thetrain was half 
an hour late, but that cut no figure with 
the enthusiastic crowd in waiting. To 
avoid. the crowd Sullivan hurried 
through a private exit, followed by an 


| admiring throng, who cheered him to 


the echo. With the assistance of two 
mounted policemen, ‘who piloted him 
through the crowd, he was escorted toa 
carriage and driven rapidty to Phil 
Casey’s hand-ball court. Sulliyan re- 
tired to a private room and declined to 
There was a surging mob 
outside the court. _ 

A great crowd crushed itself into the 
Clermont avenue rink in Brooklyn, to- 
night, to witness the reception ten- 
dered to Sullivan. Police bobbed up 
everywhere and there was the best of 
order. The élite of the sporting fra- 
ternity was there to see what Sullivan 
looked like. Charley Johnson was 
smiling and happy, apparently looking 
earnestly forward to success. In the 
center of the immense rink was pitched 
a twenty-four foot ring, and around it 
the multitude surged. There were half 
a dozen. bouts, in which some local 
fighters showed themselves, and shortly 
before 10 o’clock the man of the even- 
ing appeared., Pandemonium reigned. 
Jack Ashton followed the champion. 
A great floral harp, on which was in- 
scribed, ‘John L. Sullivan, champion of 
the world,’’ was handed into the ring, 
and as Sullivan bowed, the cheering 
grew louder. There were cries of 
‘“‘Speeeh!’’ and the big fellow said: 

I thank you forthe hearty applause and 
ap Beg it. Ibelieve I have the good 

1 of the people here this evening on my 
last appearance before my last fight. That 
fight will decide whether I am the John L. 
Sullivan, or John ye Sullivan who passed 
by. Iam not going to speak disparagingly 
of Mr. Carbett. All I will say is that I am 
most glad to appear here. I have deceived 
you once, but let by-gones be by-gones. I 
am going to stop speaking now, and you 
will next hear from me on the 7th of Sep- 
tember.. 

Sullivan’s words were punctuated by 
the wildest yelling: Then there were 
shouts for Phil Casey, and that modest 
gentleman was dragged into the ring. 

There appeared to be a good deal of 


flesh on Sullivan as he satin his corner.. 


His eyes were bright and flashing and 
his face hardened and tanned. His 
shoulders were in splendid condition 
and his muscles show excellently. 
There appeared, however, to be lots of 
fat over his stomach and on back. 
It is very strange it he does not weigh 
in the vicinity of 220 pounds. He per- 
spired very freely when hesparred three 
rounds with Jack Ashton, but showed 


in | the agility of acat as he went around 


His actions were’ like light- 
ning. wore a confident, hardened 
air that could not be mistaken. He 
went at Ashton very hard, tapping him 
at short intervals with his left and once 
right. Although he only 
touched his companion on the neck and 
shoulders, the latter was very tired at 
the end of each round. It was remarked 
that Sullivan puffed a good deal at the 
finish of the rounds. The wrinkle of 
fat over the waist heaved in and out to 
nosmalldegree. Still his admirers feel 
that he isin prime condition. His flesh

CORBETT AND M’CAFFREY. 


An Attempt to Arrange a Meeting Almost 
Ends in a Fight. 

° New York, Aug. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] There was a hot time in 
the private offices of the Madison 
Square Garden here this morning when 
James J. Corbett and his -manager, 
William A. Brady, met there to arrange 
with Dominick McCaffrey, the boxing 
instructor of the Manhattan Athletic 
Club, fora match inthe manly art of 
Corbett became so en- 
raged at the representative of the Man- 
hattan Club that he statedin the most 
emphatic language that if his would-be 
antagonist did not stop talking he would 
throw him outof the window. Capt. 
Van Schack of the Manhattan Club was 
McCaffrey’s advisor. The upshot of it 
all was that no match was arranged and 
the two principals separated with much 
bad blood between them. 

Mr. McCaffrey, in a cconversation 
later, declared that Corbett had failed 
tomake good his proposition to stop 
him in four rounds for a purse of 
$5000. That was the original propo- 
sition and the “big ‘’un’’ had simply 
backed down when he appeared ready 
to accept the proposition for a four- 
round go on the terms mentioned at 
the Manhatten Athletic Club house. 
He saidthatwhen Corbett threatened 
tothrow him out of the window he 
told him he had better try it; that he 
was ready to defend himself. 7he 
scene was a very dramatic one and it 
looked at one time as if the four rounds 
might be fought put on the spot, dis- 
pensing with the preliminary arrange- 
ments and purse. 

Corbett said he proposed to name the 
match inthe place where there was 
most money, either before any liberal 
athletic club orin the Manhattan Ath- 
letic Clab house. He said he would 

agree to the terms to fight and stop his’ 
man in that time for a purse of $5000. 
But he wished to havea decision in case 
he had the best of it in four rounds 
whether he stopped McCaffrey or not; 
in other words, he would donate $5000 
to McCaffrey in case he did not knock 
him out in four rounds, but asked that 
a purse of $5000 be made up for the 


man who.e got. the better of the fight 
whether knocked out or not. This Mc- 
Caffrey would not listen to. He in- 
sisted on fighting in the Manhattan Ath. 
letic Club, and that it should be a 
knock-out in four rounds or nothing. 


CORBETT EXHIBITS, 


The Californian Makes a Host of Friends in 
Gotham. 

New York, Aug. 29.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] Corbett showed his 
shapely limbs.and muscles to a crowd of 
5000 admirers at Madison Square Gar- 
den this evening. The crowd was good 
natured and cheerfully accepted the 
slightest entertainment afforded them 
until Corbett appeared. There were 
some preliminary bouts to whet the ap- 
petites of the audience. It was 10:05 
when Steve O’Donnell, master of cere- 
monies, introduced Corbett amid great 
cheers. He wasaccompanied by John 
wench. of Philadelphia, who was to op- 
pose him. > 

The young Californian walked from 
the dressing 4 quarters tothe ring while 
cheer after cheer wWentup. He sprang 
lightly up the steps and bowed to the 
assembled multitude. _ Corbeit wore 
green stockings, white pants and a 
green belt. Before he had taken his 
seat three cheers were given for him. 

Then low criticisms onthe Califor- 
nian’s condition were heard. Indeed, 
it did not look as if much was 
the matter with. him. There was 
a pretty exhibition of boxing be- 
Corbett and McVay. Mc- 
Vay, however, was too beefy and al- 
together too slow for the star of the 
evening. Things livened up more in 
the bout between Corbett and his box- 
ing partner, Jim Daly. Though Daly is 
not heavy enough for Corbett there was 
some pretty quick fighting and Corbett 
hada chance to show his nimbleness. 

His remarkably quick and clean 
science urged the spectators up to the 
shouting point. No doubt, despite a 
somewhat disappointing development, 
Corbett made a host of friends by his

Damaging Evidence Given 
the Defendant. 


Friends Who Have Stoutly Maintained Her 
Innocence Beginning to Wayer in

Fatt River (Mass.,) Aug. 29.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The testimony 
brought out in the Lizzie Borden hear- 
ing today caused a change of opinion 
among her friends, who have hereto- 
fore stoutly maintained .her innocence. 
They consider the strongest evidence 
against her to be that of Mrs. Addie 
Churchill, a neighbor whom she has 
known and loved since childhood. 

Mrs. Churchill stated positively that 
Mrs. Borden’s room door was open 
when she and Bridget Sullivan first dis- 
covered the body of the murdered wo- 
man. It has already been stated that 
Lizzie Borden was in the hallway near 
the open door when Bridget Sullivan 
Was opening the front, door at 1:35 
o’clock. Again, Mrs. Churchill stated 
positively that Lizzie told her that Mrs. 
Borden received a note to call on a sick 
friend, but it has not yet been proved 
that any person in the city or elsewhere 
sent such a note, or that Mrs. Borden 
left the house at any time during the 
day. Like all the rest of the witnesses 
for the government, she failed to find 
any traces of blood on Miss Lizzie’s 
clothing or person. 

During the testimony the prisoner bit 
her lip, flushed and bent toward Attor- 
Adams. 

he testimony also of E. H, Pence,a 
drug clerk; Frank Kilroy, a Harvard 
medical student, and Fred Hart, an as- 
sistant drug clerk, all of whom were in 
Smith’s drug store, when Lizzie was 
there, seems very haniaging to the de- 
fendant. 


Three Men Killed at a Dance.

There 
Names were Maurice Miller and Bob 
and John Carter. Miller was on the 
floor with Ida Pilkinton, when Bob Car- 


ter came up and said: ‘This 
is our set!’*™ She said, ‘‘No,’’ 
and Bob said, are a 


liar,’’ whereupon Miller knocked him 
down. Then John fired three shots at 
Miller, all taking effect. Miller “seized 
John. Then Bob cut Miller in the back. 
Miller drew his knife and went to work 
on both. The fight lasted about five 
minutes, at the end of whicn time John 
and Bob Carter were beth dead. Miller 
died a few hours later, When he was 
undressed twenty-fo@ knife wounds 
and three bullet wounds were found.

“This exciting news reached me to- 
night from Caracas, and with it came 
the still more sensational announce- 
ment that Gen. Mendoza has declared 
himself dictator of Venezuela, thus 
seeking to oust Gen. Urnadeta.”’ 


VIENNA'S CORN FAIR, 
A Speech at Its Opening that Caused a 
Sensation. 
Vienna, Aug. 29.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The corn fair Was 
opened today witha good attendance. 
Herr Natchauer, president of the corn 
exchange, delivered a remarkable 
speech, which was the sensation of the 
day. It contained marked reference to 
the ‘‘growing unremunerativeness of 
corn-growing in Europe in the face of 
the overwhelming American competi- 
tion, constantly increasing through 
the continual opening up of new ré- 
gions tocultivation and lowering rail- 
way freight rates.’’ Herr Natchauer 
said in view of this competition there 
remained but one chance for Europe, 
namely, by the building of a network of 
canals in central Europe.

The Sultan’s in- 
fantry and cavalry: started into the 
country of the rebellious Angheras this 
morning.

EVADING THE LAW. 
How Chinese Are Smuggled in from the 
Dominion. 

WasHincton, Aug. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Acting Secretary 
Spaulding today addressed to A. E. 
Twohuy, deputy collector of customs at 
Montreal, a letter stating that an of- 
ficer of the Treasury Department, in- 
vestigating the alleged violations of the 
Chinese exclusion law, informs the de- 
partment that since the Ist of May 
about 200 Chinese have taken trains at 
Toronto for points on-the Michigan 
frontier. The inspectors report that 
the interest manifested by certain em- 
ployés of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way in the transportation of 
Chinese to the frontier is some- 
what suggestive, and the investiga- 
tion shows that very few Chinese 
were landed im Windsor itself, but the 
night train from Toronto frequently 
stops at the race course, where there is 
no station and no occasion to stop. 
The race track is two miles from Wind- 
sor, and there is little doubt the con- 
ductors of night trains stop there and 
turn the Chinese passengers over to the 
smugglers, thus avoiding their being 
seen at the city depot by the customs 
inspectors.

p A TERRIBLE CRIME. 


A Boy Shockingly Pat to Death—His Mar- 
der Promptly Avenged. 

Savannan (N.Y.,) Aug. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] News of a terrible 
tragedy near Cato, Canandaigua county, 
has been received here, but full partic- 
ulars cannot be learned tonight. It ap- 
pears that a boy, while cutting bundles 
for threshing machines, accidentally 
cut the feeder’s hand, which so infuri- 
ated him that he immediately caught 
up the lad and threw him into the rap- 
idly revolving cylinders, where he was 
ground to atoms before any one present 
could raise a hand to prevent it. 

A brother of the unfortunate lad wit- 
nessed the bloody deed, and lost no 
time in wreaking vengeance upon the 
the murderer. He felled him to the 
floor with a blow from a pitchfork, and 
while he lay writhing from the effects 
thereof the brother repeatedly ‘plunged 
the tines of the fork through his body, 
not ceasing until he was dead. All the 
threshing hands stood by and witnessed 
the twotragic deaths which occurred 
so quickly that they were powerless to 
interfere. 


AN IRRIGATION PROJECT. 


An Immense Dam to be B to be Built over the Rio 
Grande Near El Paso. 
EL Paso (Tex.,) Aug. 29.—[{By the 


Associated Press.| Acompany has been 


incorporated under the laws of New 
Mexico for the purpose of putting ina 
big international dam across the Rio 
Grande for irrigating both in Mexico 
and the United States. William Hamil- 
ton of New York is atthe head of the 
scheme, and the company is to be incor- 
porated with a capital of $10,000,000. 
The dam will be built about five miles 
above El Paso. Itwill be about 460 
feet wide, of solid masonrv, from cliff 
to cliff, resting on a solid limestone 
foundation, and will be 700 feet high.

Shocking Political Murder at 
Fresno, 


The Victim a Former Editor of a 
Democratic Daily Paper. 


Lured from His Home at Night and 
Shot Through the Heart. 


The Affair the Calmination of a Bitter 
Between Two Partisan 
tions—Intense Excitement and 
Indignation Aroused.

Fresno, Aug. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Louis B. McWhirter, a promi- 
nent citizen of this place, was assassi- 
nated at the rear of his premises, at 3 
o’clock this morning. 

Mr. McWhirter heard a noise abont 
the house and stated to his wife that he 
would go out into the yard to learn the 
cause. He armed himself with a revol- 
ver and left the house by the front 
door, going to the back yard. Ona 
path onthe south side of the house, 
about fifty feet from the rear of the 
house he must have seen men, and ap 
exchange of shots took place, Mr. Mc- 
Whirter falling in the path mortally 
wounded. Froman investigation of the 
premises and revolver of McWhirter 
and that of the assassin it appears that 
six shots were fired, three by each. 
Three bullets entered the fence, twoan 
outhouse and one lodged in McWhirter’s 
heart. Two of the bullets in the fence 
and the one in the outhouse were prob- 
ably fired by McWhirter; the rest by 
the assassin. It is supposed there were 
two of the latter, because two clubs 
were found on the ground, also the re- 
volver mentioned and a mask of red 
flannel. 

After the shots were fired Mc Whir- 
ter’s wife ran out into the yard and 
roused the neighborhood with her 
screams. A few minutes after he was 
shot McWhirter died and did not regain 
consciousness. Anumber of people be- 
lieve that burglars did the deed, but a 
majority are of the opinion that the 
tragedy is the culmination of the politi- 
calturmoilin this county. There are 
two factions in the Democratic party 
here, one of which was led by McWhir- 
ter. He was very outspoken in his ar- 
raignment of the methods employed by 
the other faction. Only about three 
months ago he. bad his life insured for 
about $60,000, and he stated fre- 
quently that he believed that his politi- 
cal enemies would not hesitate to have 
him put out of the way. He went 
armed, but said he did not expect to be 
attacked openly. 

McWhirter was born in Kentucky, 
but spent most of his life in Tennessee. 
He came of an excellent family and 
took a prominent part in politics in 
Tennessee. He was at one time a mem- 
ber of the Legislature there. He came 
to Fresno about six years ago, and at’ 
once took a prominent position on ac-. 
count of his talents. He, in company 
with others, started a daily paper, the 
Democrat, in this city four years o, 
but later it suspended. McWhirter al- 
ways expressed freely his opinions as 
its editor. He leaves a widow and 
child. 

Closer inquiry tonight into the cir. 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Mr. McWhirter is believed to dispose 
completely of the burglar Gone Un- 
less good proof can be shown that he 
had a deadly private enemy, the con- 
clusion is general that his death was 
the resnlt of the political animosities he 
had aroused. Preparations for the 
crime were made in the most bold and 
careless manner. There is no doubt 
that there were two assassins. 
They made as much noise as 
possible without rousing the en- 
tire neighborhood to attract the 
attention of inmates of the house. 
They knocked out two big board fence 
rails with a hammer, and judging from > 
the marks, must have given some hard 
sbiows.

_ They Resent the Indignity. 

A hundred well-known Republicans 
of the Second Ward met last night and’ 
compleied the organization of a Protec- 
tive League, pledged to the regenera- 
tion of the ward from the corrupt re- 
gime which has been foisted upon it. 
The organization is composed of 
thorough-going and earnest Republi- 
cans who are disposed to resent 


| the attempt to disfranchise them by the 


contemptible methods already described 
in these columns. The meeting last 
night passed resolutions denouncing the 
County Executive Committee for its 
double affront to the respectable Repub- 
lican voters of the ward. It scores the 
committee for appointing an improper 
and objectionable judge of election and

quested to do so; for removing instead 


a well-known citizen‘of the ward Swho 


was known to be acceptable to the 
league, and for calling the election at 
the eastern extremity of ‘the ward in 
the slums of Sonoratown.

The Outlook for ‘Viticulture, 

We are in receipt of an advance proof 
of the report of George West, presi- 
dent of the California ViticuJtural 
Commjgsion, and commissioner for the 
San Joaquin district. Mr. West is 
probably the best informed man on 
viticiltural matters in the State, and 
his opinions concerning the status of 
this industry and its outlook are of 
value. They are especially worthy of 
attention because he speaks what he 
thinks with the utmost candor, never 
indulging in the cheap buncombe which 
is so often the stock-in-trade of super- 
ficial writers whose desire, above 
everything else, is to. promote a boom. 

Mr. West shows that there has been 
no material change in ' the condition of 
the wine industry since his last annual 
report. It was unsatisfactory then, 
and it is unsatisfactory now. The 
business of growing wine grapes has 
suffered with the general depression 
throughout the State. The vintage of 
1891 in Fresno was very large, and 
the prices. were unsatisfactory. The 
coming vintage will be relieved by the 
drying of a considerable amount of 
wine grapes. These are largely ex- 
ported to France, where they are em- 
ployed in making ‘‘native’’ wines of 
that country to be sent to America and 
elsewhere. 

Mr. West shows that the wine market 
presents the remarkable spectacle of in- 
creased consumption, decreased pro-. 
duction and low prices. This state of 


| affairs, he thinks, cannot long exist, 


and a reaction is sure to come. There 
are protably better times in store for 
the wine-producers if they will only 


In this 
they may find a gleam of encourage- 
ment. 

Concerning the prospects of table 
grapes Mr. West is a little more san- 
guine. He says they can always be 
relied upon to produce $100 an acre at 
present prices. There seems no im- 
mediate danger of overdoing this 
branch of the industry, although the 
market will always be uncertain and 
fluctuate with the fruit crop of the East! 
All table grapes will produce a good 
neutral braffdy and consequently will be 
in demand at the wineries in years of 
depression at approximately the same 
price paid for low grade wine grapes. 

In raisin grapes the outlook is not 
quite so promising. We quote: 

Contrary to my expectations, the 
prices received by the raisin-growers 
for their crop of 1891 were hardly sat- 
isfactory: The crop of 1892 was se- 
verly damaged by coulure— so severely 
indeed as to amonnt to an almost total 
loss of the first cropin many of the 
young vineyards. In consequence of this, 
and also of the general shortage of the 
fruit crop in the East, the prices for the 
year 1892 will Be highlv remunerative. 
This fact, however, shoula not induce 
extension of the acreage devoted to the 
cultivation of the Muscat grape, for 
there is nothing in the present outlook 
By far the 
largest part of the -vineyards of the 

valley are not yet in bearing, and will 
at the next good season produce a crop 
so unwieldy as to completely demoral- 
ize the whole industry, unless steps are 
taken to provide all possible outlets 

and to vastly improve the facilities for 
handling the trop. One of the 
serious features of the whole situation 
is the competition of the Zante currant 
now admitted into this country free of 
duty. 

The disposition of the second crop 
Muscats is a matter eee of the most 
serious consideration. A yieid of one 
ton per acre of second crop grapes from 
the raisin vineyards.of Fresno and Tu- 
lare, when in full bearing, will produce 
an aggregate tonnage appalling to con- 
template. It is conceded by all grow- 
ers that the drying of this second crop 
will, in a few years, be out of the ques- 
tion, Whatcan be done with them? 


of producing this syrup. 


There will be be 'thesbande upon thousands 
oftons to dispose of.. During the past 
summer a great deal has been said about 
converting these second crop grapes 
into wine and brandy, but the amount 
which could be so consumed would not 
in any way affect the aggregate produc- 
tion of grapes. 

The wine market is,has been and will 
be, fully shpplied by the vineyards 
planted ia wine grapes, and the winer- 
ies will naturally handle all the Mas- 
cats that can’possibly be marketed. So 
much can be used and no mofe, and an 
attempt to’ force any Targe amount of 
Muscat wine or. brandy into consump- 
tion would simply result-in depressing 
the market, sothat there would be no 
profitieft. The flavor of the Muscat 
brandy is very pronounced and is much 
admired by some people. However, to 
the general public itis unknown, and to 
cultivate the public taste will take 
years. If some means could be devised 
for making neutral grape spirit from 
the second crop Muscat, the whole ques- 
tion wonld be solved; ‘for a very large 
amount of such spirit could be exported. 

Mr. West discusses a new product 
from the juice of the grape which will 
interest temperance, people, especially 
if they vi da to own vineyards. He 
says: 

The making of tablesyrup is a matter 
which should be investigated by the 
raisin-growers of Fresno. Such a syrup 
condensed under a ‘vacnum would pre- 
sent a beautiful appearance and would 
be an article which could possibly be 
exported. There are several: methods 
I have de- 
voted considerable attention to this 
matter, and carried outa line of experi- 
ments with H. S. Lord of Hartford, Ct., 
which demonstrated that an article 
could be produced pleasing both to the 
eye and to the taste. There would be a 
large market for sucha product as a 
temperance fruit drink,-and also as a 
syrup for general table and household 
use. There. is also another process 
owned by the Yaryan Co. of Toledo, O. 
These should both be investigated by 
the raisin-growers of the San Joaquin 
Valley. There may be some methods 
in use in the South which would be 
practical here. ©

Los ANGELES, Aug. 29, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of THE TIMEs. } In your editorial in 
reference to water supply, specially the 


| western hills, in Sunday’s issue, and re- 


peated substantially this morning, you 
speak of the possibilily of getting water 
from the City Water Company. It is a cry- 
ing shame ont the need of that portion of 
the city h@ nog received more speedy re- 
lief: Itm y be profitable to look into the 
service now given to important, full-tax- 
paying, well-improved portions of the city 
by the City Water Company before seeking 
new territory. Many citizens, who pay 
regular good-sized bills, get a very poor 
supply of water, and the company seems 
indifferent or ‘very slow to afford relief, 
and continues to collect full bills for a half 
supply. Single individuals or a few com- 
bined can't do much in fighting a monop- 
oly. The company can cut off even the 
small quantity now furnished and there is 
no remedy. There are finely improved 
streets where the supply is very meager 
and at times none can be obtained, and 
very frequently none in the second story, 
and yet the company charges for bath tub, 
rooms and closets on these second floors. 
One citizen said: ‘‘Wecan't get water at 
our. house often till after 9 o'clock at night 
anda feeble flow.’ Another said; . 
had a little company at our house and were 
mortified at not being able to get a drop of 
water in the dressing-room on the second 
floor,’’ and so on adinfinitum. If this com- 
pany was impecunious'and unable to give 
relief that might be some excuse, but it 
looks like a disposition to collect full bills 
and qive as little water as possible. When 
the company shows a disposition and abil- 
ity to fully supply their present patrons, 
then it will be time to make new engage- 
ments. If the supply were not better than 
rtions now occupied bv this company, 
then the hill people would be only jumping 
from the frying paninto the fire, with an 
inheritance of water bills. If the company 
should take water that belongs rightly to 
present patrons then we have been ° ‘rob- 
bing Peter to pay Paul."’ If the City 
Fathers have any special duty, it certainly 
is preéminently to see that this hourly 
needed, indispensible thing should be fur- 
nished the citizens without both fighting and 
paying for it.

This estimate, amoantiar to $526,000,

tem for present requirments of the ele- 
vated districts of West and East ,Los An- 
geles. 

The above amount provides for:. 


155, 000 
Reservoirs......... 50,000. 
Distribution pipe sys pres- 
ent 246, 000 


The details are given im the plans and 
specifications on file in this office. — 

The headworks, conduit, reservoirs and 
pumping plant are designed to form part 
of a water supply for the whole city, and 
the completion of the pipe system, at some 
future time, is all that will be required to 
complete the water supply for the entive 

city. 

The pipe svstem, in this present cath 
mate, is designed to be sufficiently large to 
give ample water to several i streams 
in time of fire. 

The water will be filtered ‘at the head- 
works on the river, and will be conveyed 
thence in a closed conduit tothe reservoirs, 
whence it will be distributed in ample 
quantity, filtered and cleRe. for all required 
purposes. 

The revenue derived from the sale of the 
water will be more than sufficient, after 

the payment of all operatitig ee to 
meet the interest on the bonds

In the made by us for the 
public itbrary, in addition to providing the 
sum of $17,660,we deem it proper to inform 
the public that the running expenses of the 
elevator tothe library amounts to $3500 
and gas and fuel expenses are about $3000, 
both of which sums are paid by the city in 
addition to the $17,660, thus making a to. 
tal provision by this city for library pur- 
poses Of $24,1 0, which is considerably in 
excess of the amount allowed by the law if 
strictly construed. And we have no hesi- 
tancy in adding, that it is also a greater 
sum than is expended by any other city of 
the same population in the United States 
provided by direct taxation. 


em’ For general park fund we have appor- 
“tioned the sum of $10,000, to be spent on 


parks not otherwise provided for. 

We have also set apart as special park 
funds the sum of $10,000 for Westlake 
Park, $10,000 for East Los Angeles Park 
and $5090 for the so-called Echo Park, and 
have made a special levy and fund for each, 
and recommend that the Auditor be in- 
structed not to audit any demands drawn 
upon said funds unless the same shall be 
for labor or material furnished for the re- 
spective park which the said fund repre- 
sents. 

In compliance with a suggestion made by 
the Honorable Board of,Park Commission- 
ers, we have provided a special park fund 
of $5000 for the so-called Hottenbeck Park 
and made a special levy for the same, and 
we recommend that the Prk Commisston- 
ers be appointed as the special agents of 
the city toexpend said fund on the im- 
provement of said Hollenbeck Park, and 
that the Auditor be instructed nét to audit 
any demand drawn on the Hollenbeck Park 
fund unless the same shall be for labor or 
material furnished for the said Hollenbeck 
Park. 

The total apportionment thus made for 
park purposes amounts to about $40,000. 
exclusive of $2000 received annualty for 
the rental of boats. 

We believe this tax levy to be sufficient 
and ample to provide for the wants of the 
city during thé present year, and respect- 
fully. recommend that this ordinance be 
adopted.

And there is hereby granted to 
said railway company the right to con- 
struct, maintain and operate one additional 
sidetrack, making two in all, across Mon- 
tana street, both said sidetracks to be lo- 
cated on satd Montana street at a distance 
not exceeding thirty, feet east from said 
main track of the Pasadena Railway Com- 
pany, as the same is now located across 
said street 

The ordinance further provides that 


the street crossings shall he _ kept 
in good, repair. and that the com. 
pany shall provide at the option 


of the board either a flagman or gates 
at the Colorado street crossing. No loco- 
motive or cars are‘ever to be kept standing 
on Colorado street, no switching shall ever 
be done on the sidetrack nor shall a loco- 
motive ever stand on sidetrack for longer 
than five minutes atany one time. The 
side tracks are to be fully completed within 
ninety days, and as one of the considera- 
tions for granting the franchise, the com- 
pany agrées to remove the curved track now 
in use across Colorado street within a like 
period. 

This brought a long-disputed question fo 
anend, and the outcome will probably be 
‘satisfactory to both the railroad and the 
residents'on the West Side. To further pre- 
‘vent any possibility of switching across 
Colorado gtreet, the following ordinance 
was introdtced and read for the first time: 
‘Section 1... Thatit shall be and it is 
hereby made unlawful for any person to 
use any portion of Coloradd street in said 
city for the purpose of switching any rail.’

' Sec. 2. Every person who violates any

A the opening ot the afternoon 
session the Committee on Credentials re- 
ported the delegates present entitled to 
seats in the convention. The Committee 
on Platform reported the Omaha declara- 
tion for the platform, and required all can- 
didates to pledge themselves in writing to 
support the full People’s party ticket. The 
temporary organization was made perma- 
nent. 

The nomination for Sheriff being the next 
in order after the adoption of the report on 
permanent organization and order of busi- 
ness, T. C. Worden of San Bernardino and 
Walter A. Shay of Highldnd were named

‘Trial of the Bentley Adultery 
Case Commenced. 


The Old Man in Court to Answer to 
the Charges Against Him. _ 


Guilt Brought Out. 


No Question as.to His Relations With the 
Kidner Woman—Heary Real Estate 
Transfers in the Garden Grove 
District—Personals 


SANTA ANA, 
Justice Freeman's courtroom was crowded 
yesterday morning to hear the evidence in 
the noted Bentley adultery case. It will be 
remembered that old man Bentley escaped 
from the officers several weeks ago, since 
which time but little has been heard of 
him. About a week ago he came into town 
and gave himself 1p to be tried onthe charge 
made against him by Mrs. Bentley No. 1, 
who, although 71 years old, traveled from 
Indianato California that she might face 
her renegade husband, and be the means of 
having justice meted out to those to whom 
justice is due. | 


Mrs. Bentley, accompanied by her daugh- 
ter, were the means of Mr. Bently and wife 
No. 2 (Alameda Kidner) being arrested and 
tried on the charge of adultery. It was 
during this trial that Bentley made his ¢s- 
cape and evaded thereafter his pursuers. 
After he had gone Mrs. Bentley No. 1 and 
daughter went tothe home of Bentley and 
wife No. 2 and took s@ssession of the 
ranch, since which time they have been en- 
joying country life in California as only 
Eastern people, who are psed to the chill- 
ing blasts of winter, the fury of the cy- 
clone and the dread of the northwestern 
blizzard, can. 

With the before-mentioned chargeagainst 
him Bentley could not very well return and 
take possession of his ranch, so he finally 
concluded to give himself up. stand trial on 
the charge against him, and if cleared then 
he could take steps to recover possession of 
his ranch. Mrs. Bentley No. 1 has filed a 
homestead on the land and has possession 
of the same. Altogether it looks a little 
compltcated, and from present indications 
it is rather dificult to predict the final out- 
come. 

The evidence in the case yesterday while 
not conclusive was strongly circumstantial. 
every indication being that Bentley and 
Mrs. Kidner were living together unlaw. 
fully as man and wife. 

In the afternoon the complaint, as 
originally made, was withdrawn. Another 
complaint fixing the date on or about upon 
which the crime was committed was filed, 
and Bentley immediately rearrested. 

By consent of counsel the evidence, as 
given on the former complaint, was al- 
lowed to go on the new complaint, thereby 
saving the time and expense of reopening 
the same. 

Evidence was introduced on the new 
complaint showing that Bentley and Mrs. 
Kidner stopped at the. Harris Hotel in this 
city last October and occupied the same 
room, the hotel-keepers believing them to 
be man and wife. 

The progress of the trial is very slow 
and tedious owing to the senseless. persist- 
ency and mulish contrariness of the de- 
fendant’s attorney over trivial matters 
having no bearing whatever upon the case. 
Being unable to conclude the trial today 
the case was },Ostponed until Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock.
